To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Kingsclere  and  Whitchurch  Rural  District  Council: - 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  1963. 

The  Registrar  General' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  of  the 
district  is  24,570  an  increase  of  860  persons  over  1962.  The  natural  increase 
of  population  i.  e.  the  net  gain  of  births  over  deaths  was  260,  so  the  other 
600  persons  must  have  transferred  to  this  area. 

The  Vital  Statistics  are  little  different  from  previous  years  although 
the  live  birth  rate  was  21  per  thousand  population  compared  with  18.2  for 
England  and  Rales, 

The  death  rate  at  12.48  Y/as  a  little  bit  higher  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales  at  12.2  but  the  still-birth  and  infantile  mortality  rates  were 
lower. 

The  first  three  months  of  1963  were  the  coldest  for  many  years  and  thick 
snow  covered  many  roads  especially  high  up  on  the  dovms,  and  this  cold 
weather  no  doubt  accounted  for  the  increase  of  respiratory  diseases  and 


deaths 
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During  19&3  the  construction  of  the  new  mortuary  was  started  and  it 
is  now  completed.  It  is  a  very  well  designed  mortuary  and  will  be  of  great 
use  for  people  who  die  in  small  houses  while  they  await  burial  or  cremation. 


There  is  also  a  post-mortem  room  where  any  pathologist  or  doctor  can 
investigate  the  causes  of  death  and  also  a  cooling  cupboard  which  takes 
three  bodies.  In  addition  there  is  a  waiting  room  for  relatives  and  also  a 
small  chapel  where  bodies  can  be  viewed  by  relatives.  In  my  opinion  it  is 
the  finest  mortuary  that  I  have  ever  seen  anywhere. 

During  the  year  discussions  continued  with  Rndover  Rural  District 
Council  for  the  Bourne  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme.  In  addition  plans  were 
formulated  for  sewerage  in  the  Ecchinswcll  and  Sydmonton  area  and  in  the 
north  western  area,  including  Highclere,  Burghclere,  Woolton  Hill,  Hast 
Uoodhay  and  East  End.  Plans  have  also  been  made  to  increase  the  Baughurst 
sewerage  in  1970. 

Once  again,  I  have  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his 
report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District,  also  all  the  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  continued  assistance  during  the  year  - 
especially  my  secretary, Miss  M.  B.  Bowman. 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  co-operation  and  encouragement.

Live  births  registered  during  1963  amounted  to  527,  274  males  and 
253  females. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate,  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  by  the 
Registrar-General's  comparability  factor,  was  21.0  per  thousand  popu.1  ation. 

The  rate  for  England  and  dales  was  18. 2  per  thousand. 

2.  Still  Births 

The  number  of  still  births  was  8,  giving  a  still  birth  rate  of  14*9  per 
thousand  births  (live  and  still). 

The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  17*2. 

3.  Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  '[96$  amounted  to  267,  136  males 
and  131  females* 

This  gives  a  local  death  rate,  corrected  by  Registrar-General's  comparability 
factor  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  12.48  compared  with  12.2  for  England  and 
Wales* 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  15*18  compared  with  21.1  for  England  and 
d  ale  s. 

Causes  of  Death 

Veart  Disease  accounted  for  109  deaths,  6l  male  and  48  females,  and  of 
these,  43  were  due  to  coronary  artery  disease,  26  male  and  17  fcanale. 

Apoplexy  or  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Central  Nervous  System  accounted  for 


38  deaths,  14  male  and  24  females. 
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Cancer  This  caused  37  deaths,  18  male  and  19  female,  and  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus  caused  7  deaths,  6  male  and  1  female, 

Respiratory  Diseases  caused  27  deaths,  17  male  and  10  female,  and  of  these, 

3  were  due  to  influenza,  12  pneumonia  and  11  bronchitis. 

These  were  probably  due  to  the  very  cold  winter  in  the  first  three  months 

of  1963. 

.accidents  accounted  for  11  deaths,  5  male  and  6  females,  and  of  these 

4  male  deaths  were  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

Suicide  There  was  one  death  from  suicide  in  a  male. 

Infantile  Mortality 

Sight  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  were  recorded  in  19&3>  giving  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  15,18  per  thousand  live  births,  compared  with 
2 1,1  for  England  and  Wales, 

Neonatal  Mortality 

Five  deaths  were  recorded  in  the  first  month  of  life  giving  a  Neonatal 
Mortality  Rate  of  9.35  per  thousand  live  births. 

Early  Neonatal  Mortality 

Three  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life  giving  an  Early  Neonatal 
Mortality  Rate  of  5.6  per  thousand  live  births. 

Perinatal  Mortality 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  which  is  the  sum  of  the  still  births  and  the 
early  neonatal  deaths  per  thousand  births  (live  and  still)  stands  at  20,6 
compared  with  16, 8  last  year. 
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Infectious  Diseases 

Infectious  diseases  notified  in  1963  were  high. 

There  were  4-04  cases  of  measles  notified,  219  male  and  183  female. 

In  addition  there  were  5  cases  of  Scarlet  Pever  2  male  and  3  female, 

4  cases  of  Dysentery,  11  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  2  cases 
of  Non-respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

At  a  farm  in  Stoke  there  was  an  infection  in  an  infant  of  Salmonella 
ruiru  and  the  mother  also  contracted  the  infection.  I  believe  it  was  imported 
in  bone  meal  which  was  given  to  sheep  during  the  hard  winter  months.  Later 
most  of  them  aborted  and  this  infection  was  found  in  both  the  sheep  and  cows 
on  the  farm.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  dealt  with  this  matter  and  no w 
everything  is  back  to  normal. 

National  assistance  Act,  1948  -  Section  47 

During  1963  with  the  approval  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  an  old  lady 
living  at  Overton  was  removed  to  Basing  Road  Hospital,  Basingstoke.  In  spite 
of  an  order  being  signed  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  she  didn’t  object  and 
appeared  to  be  very  happy  to  go  to  no spit al  when  the  ambulance  arrived  on 
5th  March  ,  1963. 
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Immunisation  and  Vaccination 


During  19&3,  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued  in  all  age  groups 
up  to  40  years  of  age,  and  in  certain  special  groups  of  persons  over  that  age, 
using  the  Sabin  type  oral  vaccine,  which  is  considerably  easier  to  administer, 
and  much  more  appreciated  by  infants  and  babies,  and  in  addition,  is  considerably 
more  potent  and  raises  the  immunity  more  quickly  and  is  longer  lasting* 

All  children  v/ho  had  had  two  injections  of  the  Salk  type  vaccine  then 
went  on  to  a  third  dose  of  oral  vaccine,  and  the  Minister  of  Health  also  continued 
to  encourage  all  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelve  years  to  be  given 
a  fourth  dose  of  oral  vaccine,  v/hen  they  were  at  Primary  schools*

Diphtheria.  V/hooping  Gough  and  Tetanus 

Immunisation  against  these  three  infections  was  continued  using  the  popular 
triple  antigen  most  frequently,  although  separate  antigens  were  sometimes  employed 
in  a  few  instances  against  diphtheria  and  v/hooping  cough  either  separately 


or  together 
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During  the  past  few  years  occasional  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  have  occurred, 
but  the  incidence  of  whooping  cough  has  decreased  considerably  over  the  years. 

If  diphtheria  is  to  be  kept  under  control  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  not 
less  than  70  per  cent,  of  children  should  be  fully  protected  both  in  infancy 
and  during  the  years  at  school* 

The  numbers  of  immunisations  done  in  the  Rural  District  are  set  out  in  the 
Table  in  Appendix  *  D1  . 

Vaccination  Against  Smallpox 

The  County  Medical  Officer  informs  me  that  70  infants  under  1  year  were 
vaccinated  daring  the  year.  This  represents  13*S»  of  the  total  number  of  babies 
born  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  58*7 %  in  1962* 

The  numbers  of  vaccination  given  during  the  year  are  set  out  in 
Appendix  ’D'* 
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Di strict  Health  Sub-Committee 

The  .andover  and  Kingsclere  District  Health  Sub-Committee  is  really  a 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council,  and  as 
each  District  Council  appoints  three  Councillors  and  also  appoints  two 
co-opted  members  who  usually  represent  a  voluntary  organisation  such  as  the 
W.V.S. ,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  or  St,  John’s  .ambulance  Brigade,  the 
Sub-Committee  has  available  a  considerable  amount  of  valuable  information  concerning 
the  three  districts  of  which  I  am  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Meetings  are  held  in  Andover  and  Itingsclere  in  eight  months  of  the  year. 

Reports  are  submitted  on  infectious  diseases,  births  and  deaths,  registration 
end  inspection  of  nurseries  under  Section  22  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  immunisation  and  vaccination  against  diphtheria,  v, hooping  cough, 
and  poliomyelitis,  midwifery  and  maternity  services,  home  help  services,  district 
nurses’  accommodation  and  ’Meals  on  4  he  els  '  in  which  all  throe  districts  have  a 
common  interest. 

In  addition,  the  Sub-Committee  makes  decisions  on  such  matters  os  decoration 
and  repairs  of  nurses’  houses,  the  appointment  of  district  nurses  and  midwives, 
and  the  financial  estimates  for  the  Home  Help  Service;  also  such  matters  as 
the  distribution  of  Welfare  Hoods  and  matters  concerned  with  Child  Welfare  Centres, 

The  ’Meals  on  Wheels’  service  does  not  yet  cover  all  three  districts,  but 
every  year  more  of  the  area  is  covered,  and  the  areas  which  at  present  are  not 
covered  ore  the  Tadley  and  Baughurst  areas  in  Ring scl ere  and  Whitchurch  Rural 
District,  and  Shipton  Bellinger  and  South  Tidworth  in  ^indover  Rural  District, 

I  hope  before  long  the  whole  of  the  three  districts  will  be  served,  as  these  meals 
are  veiy  valuable  for  elderly  house-bound  persons  living  on  their  own.

The  Chelsea  type  side  loader  is  used  as  a  standby  vehicle  and  is  also 
brought  into  use  to  cope  with  holiday  periods. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  burying  in  large  disused  pits  but  is  first 
fired  before  being  bull-dozed  and  covered,  this  reduces  the  fly  and  rat  menace 
considerably,  but  a  certain  amount  of  treatment  is  also  carried  out  to  control 
both  fly  and  rat  menace. 

The  tips  are  situated  at  Juniper  Down,  Stoke;  Cowdown,  Hurstbourne  Priors; 
Oxford  Lane,  Ashford  Kill  and  Butley  Bottom,  Ashe,  Fortunately,  these  tips 
are  situated  well  away  from  any  dwellings  and  the  firing  does  not,  therefore, 
cause  any  nuisance. 

The  labour  force  consists  of  4  Loader-drivers,  one  spare  Loeder-driver, 

8  Loaders  and  2  Tip-men.  Reserve  labour  being  available  from  The  Depot,

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Sewage  Disposal 

There  are  three  major  sewage  works  in  the  Rural  District,  situated  at 
Kingsclere,  Overton  and  Whitchurch. 

The  Tadley  Sewage  Works  are  situated  at  Silchester,  which  is  in  the 
Rural  District  of  Basingstoke. 

Kingsclere  Sewage  Works,  Union  Lane,  Kingsclere,  deals  with  the  sewage 
from  the  village  of  Kingsclere.  These  works  are  gravity  fed.  The  volume  of 
sev/age  dealt  with  during  the  year  was  30 >8 34, 600  gallons. 

Proposals  are  in  hand  to  enlarge  these  works  to  sewer  the  village  of 
Ecchinswell  and  discharge  into  the  Kingsclere  disposal  plant. 

Overton  Sewage  Works,  Southington,  deal  with  the  sewerage  from  the  villages 
of  Overton  and  Preefolk.  The  sewage  from  Ereefolk  being  pumped  to  the  pumping 
station  at  Overton.  The  volume  of  sewage  dealt  with  during  the  year  was 
58*050,000  gallons. 

Whitchurch  Sewage  Works,  off  Winchester  Road,  Whitchurch,  deals  with 
the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Whitchurch.  The  pumping  station  is  situated 
at  the  Council  Depot,  and  the  sewage  is  pumped  from  there  to  disposal  works, 
where  it  is  treated  by  broad  land  irrigation.  The  volume  of  sewage  dealt  with 
during  the  year  was  47,230,000  gallons. 

Tadley  Sewage  Works,  Innams  Copse,  Silchester.  These  Works  deal  with  the 
sewage  from  the  village  of  Tadley,  the  A.W.R.E.  Housing  Estate  in  Baughurst, 
and  the  A.W.R.E.  and  their  Housing  Estates  in  the  Rural  District  of  Brodfield, 
Berkshire.  The  quantity  of  sewage  dealt  with  during  the  year  was 
138,651,000  gallons. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  population  served  by  main  drainage  is  11,000 
and  the  population  served  by  the  small  sewage  disposal  plants  dealing  with 
Council  Estates  1,100  making  a  total  of  12,100  on  water  borne  drainage. 
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Council  House  Disposal  Plants 

There  is  also  a  sewage  works  situated  at  Bishops  Green,  Ecchinswell, 
owned  by  the  Air  Ministry,  These  works  take  the  domestic  sewage  from 
Greenham  Common  Airfield  (situated  in  Berkshire)  and  the  Counci],  by  agreement, 
discharges  the  domestic  sewage  from  some  100  dwellings  at  Bishops  Green  into 
these  works. 

In  addition  to  these  major  sewage  works  there  are  20  small  sewage 
disposal  plants  dealing  with  sewage  from  the  undermentioned  Council  House
